Shorthand Block Lister

My first coiputer was one of those discounted 
Tiiex-Sinclair 1000’s that were larked way down to *30in, I 
think, the Christias season of 1984. A whopping 16K Raipack 
and three cassette prograis were thrown in. About the size 
of a paperback novel, it had a teibrane keyboard that 
required the hands of a two-year-old or else the very 
deliberate hunt-and-peck lethod of typing. Still, I quickly 
got hooked, as tost of us did, on taking iy tiny giant do 
what I wanted it to do. Eventually I graduated to the Atari 
600XL (with a whopping 64K Raipack this tiie!). 1 love iy 
Atari, but there are features of the hoiely little Tiiex 
that I liss. 

One of these features was it's ability to list a block 
of prograa lines froi a given point in a prograi to the end 
by conanding "LIST 100*. No need to use the longer 'LIST 
100, 30000' or whatever the bottoi line nuiber is, as we do 
on the Atari. 

About a week ago 1 was fooling around with a little 
prograi and I was frequently adjusting the values in a 
subroutine near the bottoi of the listing, and I quickly got 
tired of the Atari way of doing it. 

Suddenly the great light of simplicity flickered. 1 
added a line at the top of the prograi that gave le a new 
shorthand for the task: 

1 TOP=10:LOOP=100:LAST s 1520 
10 REM Prograi goes here 
100 REM Subroutine naied LOOP 
1520 REH Last line of the prograi 

Now all 1 has to do was to LIST TOP, LAST to list the 
whole listing, or LIST LOOP, LAST to give ie the subroutine 
LOOP. Of course, I could stop the listing at any point with 
the CONTROL/ 1 or BREAK. Siiple but sweet! 

One note... the Atari wont let you use the variable naie 
"END" because it’s a reserved Basic conand naie. I chose 
LAST because it's short and easy to reieiber. Y7know, iy 
little old Tiiex would have allowed ie to use 'END' as a 
variable naie, but I guess you can't have everything!

NAME 

1. The nue of this organization shall be the 'Twin Cities 
Atari Interest 6roup" or "TAI6". 

Article 2 
OBJECT 

1. The purpose of this organization is to proeote a 
dissemination of information concerning the ATARI (TR) 
computers, and products related thereto, and to share the 
knowledge of members at large concerning their talents and 
information pertaining to computers, and the Atari 8 bit 
computers specifically. 

Article 3 
OFFICERS 

1. The elected officers of this organization shall be: 

President 
Vice President 
Secretary 
Treasurer 

2. Elected officers serve a term of one year. They are 
elected by a simple majority of the members attending the Hay 
meeting. 

3. Appointed officers shall include: 

Newsletter Editor 
Sysop 

Heabership Chairman 
Disk Librarian 
Book Librarian 

or any other position deemed necessary for the function of 
this organization. 

4. Upon election of new officers, appointed officers say be 
reappointed or replaced at the president's discretion. 

5. All officers, elected and/or appointed serve on the 
"board*. The president shall preside over the board at 
meetings that he may call from time to time at his discretion. 

6. Any officer, elected or appointed shall carry out his 
position as professionally as is posible, without using his 
position to influence personal or monetary gain. Any officer 
found (by another officer or member) to be missapropriating 
and/or misusing club funds, equipment, supplies or his 
position, or consistently failing to fill his duties, or 
overstepping his powers, in the case of an elected offical, 
may be removed from office by a 2/3 vote of the aeibers 


attending the next meeting after proof of the officers actions 
is printed in the newsletter. In the case of an appointed 
officer, the President and/or the board may remove that 
officer from power without a membership vote, and a 
replacement will be sought from the ranks of the membership.

Book Librarian- To take responsibility for the clubs books, 
to keep acurate records of which books are being held by which 
members.

6. In return for services rendered, officers shall not be 
required to pay dues during their term in office. 

9. No elected officer shall hold the same position in the club 
for more than 2 full terms, though an officer may run or be 
appointed to a different position in the club. 

a) The exception to the above being the President, who 
after his term(s) shall be appointed Sargent At Arms, and 
shall hold no elected office for one year after his term, 
though he may hold another appointed position.

OSS DOSXL Review

I don’t know how widespread DOSXL froa OSS is. 1 got 
it with ay Indus ST drives and use it all the tiae. I have 
found several features very handy: 

- It supports true double density, with 256 byte sectors. 

- Its Synchroaesh high transfer rate is twice as fast as 
Atari DOS. 

- DOS can be called and resident coaaands used without 
saving BASIC files to MEH.SAV. 

- Nith OSS supercartridges such as MAC/65, a special DOS 
loads underneath the cartridge, leaving aore aeaory for 
prograa and asseably. 

- Keyboard coaaands can be put into batch files. 

- On bootup, a batch file naaed STARTUP. ETC will execute 
after AUTORUN. SYS. 

- Files can be easily listed to screen or printer using 
the TYP coaaand. 

- Batch files are easily created using TYP E: <filespec>. 

The only inconvenience 1 have found is that COPY is not 
resident, which aeans if I haven't included COPY.COM on the 
disk, 1 aust swap to a systea disk. However, Synchroaesh 
offers a good alternative, by aaking it very fast to load a 
BASIC file and save it to another disk.

Steve had no national news froa Atari Corp. 

Locally, Atari will be donating three 130 HE systeas 
with 1050 disk drives, XHH 801 printers, and aonitors to the 
Minneapolis Children's Hopital. The systeas will be 
presented during a cereaony on Noveaber 7th at 11 aa at the 
Children's Hospital. Software being donated includes 
Cardaaker froa High Tech. Volunteers are needed to support 
these systeas, and cash donations are being solicited to 
purchase new software titles. Persons who volunteer to 
support the software at the hospital will receive copies to 
faailiarize theaselves with the packages. 

There is subscriber boycott of COapuserve in progress 
because of their new policy of daiaing copyrights on all 
software uploaded by users. This copyright is supposedly 
retroactive to all software which has ever been uploaded. 
Coapuserve's position is that all inforaation on the service 
is there for their subscribers, and the subscribers cannot 
pass that inforaation on to others without CIS's consent. 
This entire issue caae about as a result of several sysops 
leaving Coapuserve to join other inforaation services, and 
taking extensive libraries of CIS software to the new 
services. 

In an apparently unrelated developaent, Antic 
publishing will no longer post the Antic online board on 
Coapuserve. Ruaor has it that Antic will go online with 
another inforaation service in the near future. 

Bug lists for OSS's Basic XL and other products are 
available froa OSS through a new service to their custoaers. 
TAI6 will try to get these lists posted on the BBS.

The Taig/Space BBS has undergone soae changes. I 
decided to sake soae iaproveaents to the systea to try to 
generate aore interest in it. If we don’t get a significant 
increase in use of the BBS, I will be taking the hard drive 
off the systea. It aakes no sense to have the thing spinning 
away 24 hours a day when we average only B calls a day 
(Excluding TAI6 officers). 

The problea with the password file getting cut off 
hasn't reared it's ugly head since 1 aade a few changes in 
the prograa. So hopefully thats the last we'll see of that 
one. 

The good news is the changes that were aade. Whenever a 
file is uploaded, the uploadee will be asked to enter a 
description of the file he/she is uploading. This way before 
you download a file, you can see the description that was 
left, allowing you to decide if the file is soaething you 
could use. The B character filenaaes no longer have to be 
totally descriptive of the file. When you look at the file 
inforaation you are also given the nuaber of bytes in the 
file (Approxiaate), the nuaber of single density sectors, 
the date the file was uploaded, the nuaber of tiaes the file 
has been downloaded, and the transfer tiae at the current 
baud rate. 

The second iaproveaent was the installation of a aethod 
to read all new aessages on all aessages, with a single 
keystroke. Froa the aain aenu, if you type Z N the BBS 
will read ALL new aessages. 

1 don't know why the BBS doesn't see aore use. The 
systea is FAST, has alot of storage space, is aore advanced 
and reliable (1 think) than any of the other Atari BBS's.

If a disk-based aachine language prograa won't run 
on your XE, one problea aay be that it checks location 
$07 for a right cartridge. It will expect a zero, but 
the Rev C OS ROM now uses that location as a flag for 
direct connect Atari aodeas, and initializes it to a 
non-zero nuaber. 

The checking code is usually located in the boot 
sector or shortly after the INIT or RUN address of the 
aain prograa. Look for one of two sequences:
